When charges are preferred against enlisted men for 
offences heretofore cognizable by garrison or regimental 
court-martial, they will be laid before the post commander, 
who will cause the accused to be brougbt before the sum- 
mary court within the statutory time. Here they will be 
arraigned and allowed to plead, according to the practice of 
courts-martial. If an accused does not demand a removal 
of bis case to a regimental or garrison court-martial, or if, 
being a sergeant, be does not object to trial by inferior 
court-martial, or if he does not object to be tried by the offi- 
cer second in rank on the ground of his being the accuser, 
or if he does not plead guiltv, witnesses will be sworn and 
testimony heard, the accused being permitted to testify and 
make a statement in defence; but the evidence and state- 
ment wil) not be recorded. 

When tbe summary court shall have arrived ata finding 
and judgment, the “summary court record “ book, with the 
entnes therein made in accordance with the headings to its 
columps, will be laid before the post commander for bis 
action, which also will be entered in the record book, dated 
and signed. When a case is beard by the post commander, 
the proceedings will be recorded in the same book. No other 
record of the proceedings will be kept. 

Post commanders will furnish company and other com- 
manders extracts from the “ summary court record " of the

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE Brazilian men-of-war Aquidaban and Guan- 
abara left their anchorage in the North River Dec. 
10 on their return trip to Rio Janeiro. The United 
States cruiser Yorktown acted as an escort on the 
trip down the bay, the forts in the harbor firing the 
usual salute. 


Next month the U.8. Fish Commission steamer 
Albatross, now at San Francisco, under Lt. Comdr. 
Z. L. Tanner, is to resume her work of deep-sea 
dredging in the Pacific, for which sheis specially 
fitted, and in which she has already achieved so 
much success. 

lr may be interesting to note that the steamer 
Miranda, which recently arrived at Halifax, was 
saved from foundering by the use of oil. The ship, 
which was heavily laden, was completely submerged 
and likely to roll over. Oil was ordered to be used, 
and about 30 gallons were put on the sea, some being 
used in bags and a quantity being poured down the 
closets. The effect is said to have been wonderful. 

THE U.S.S. Marion, now preparing for sea at 
Mare Island, will probably be ready for commission 
before the beginning of the new year. This ship bas 
been very thoroughly overbauled, and will be com- 
missioned for a full cruise of three years, her destin- 
ation being, without much doubt, China. The 
Marionand Nipsic are among the few of the old 
wooden ships whose bulls are as sound as ever, and 
for purposes of peace they are still useful vessels. 

THE board, composed of Asst. Engrs. Asserson, 
Prindle and McCallow, U.S. N., appointed to ex- 
amine the proposals submitted for a timber dry- 
dock at Port Royal, 8. U., has submitted a report. 
The bids were as follows: Justin McUarthy. of 
Washington, $418,915; R. G. Packard, of New Fork 
City, $471.000; J. EK. Simpson and Co., of New York 
City, $497,539, and ©. J. Stolbrand, of Charleston, 
S. C., $326,620. The board finds that the bids of Mc- 
Carthy and Simpson have no features justifying ac- 
ceptance; that Stolbrand’s bid should not reveive 
consideration, and that the award should go to R. G, 
Packard, who has sent a modification of his plans, 
widening the entrance bottom, which the bureau 
believes acceptable. A bearing was given to the 
tbree highest bidders (the lowest having withdrawn 
his bid) by the Secretary Dec. 10, but the Secretary 
reserved his decision until Saturday next when 
another hearing will be given. 


We learn at the Treasury Department that the 
Bureau of Navigation is having some trouble in the 
settlement of accounts for the transportation of the 
enlisted men, which were recently sent from New 
York City to San Francisco. The Second Comptrol- 
ler has decided that the agent who had the contract 
for the transportation of the men cannot be paid for 
that portion of the route covered by subsidized rail- 
roads. This ruling bas left the Navy Departmentin 
rather av awkward position. Itis held that sailors 
are not troops within the meaning of the law, which 
allows the Army to transport its men over subsi- 
dized roads without charge against its transporta- 
tion fund. The Bureau of Navigation has obtained 
specially low rates for sending the men for San 
Francisco by rail, expecting to pay for the service 
as soon as rendered from the Navy transportation 
fund. The agent now wants his money, and as 
fang of the transportation was over land grant roads 

he bureau must pay it.

TRIAL OF THE “NEWARK,” 


A DESPATCH from Delaware Breakwater, Dec. 10, 
announces that the new cruiser Newark started on 
her trial trip on that morning, thesbip being wholly 
in charge of the contractors. The vessel ran along 
with the greatest of ease until shortly after 1 o’clock 
when two small bolts holding the floating link of 
radical gear of the low pressure cylinder broke and 
the trial bad to be discontinued, there being no ap- 
pliances aboard whereby the breakage could be re- 
paired. The Newark proceeded back to the Dela- 
ware capes under one engine. The trial will be re- 
peated. ** Working one of the indicator cards,” says 
the despatch, *‘it was found that the horse-power 
was slightly over 9,400,a remarkable result when 
compared with the weight of the machinery, 750 
tons.”’ The speed is estimated at 19% knote, or over 
19 calculated by screw revolutions. The steam 
pressure was 16 lbs. and the revolutions averaged 122 
per minute. While ranning at high speed the vi- 
bration of the ship was unusually slight. Soon after 
the start was made the safety vaive lifted, the boil- 
ers making more steam than the engines could use, 
The bow wave was unusually higb, rising mvure than 
half way to the sill of the bow port at the sponson.

NAVY PERSONNEL. | 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ty Lieut. Fullam’s admirable paper before the 
Naval Institute, he unfortunately fuile, with other 
writers on the subject, to give due consideration 
a vital factor entering into the solution of thei 
portant problem of how to man the Navy. 

Itisthis. In sholtshing the marinefrom cruising 
ships and enacting the alien act be takes, at one fell 
swoop, two powerful aids to discipline, without 
recognizing the pecuhar conditions of our country, 
nawely, the undisciplined condition of the people 
ae their —— egg — ie — 
su ation geperally, which especially unfits 
them for the irksome quarters of a sbip. 

Our people, in the present age, like to play soldier 
in street parades and at fancy armories. They even 
like to do the same at sailoriziog but for the difficult 
technical knowledge required. Beyond this, bow- 
ever, not being compelled, La are not disposed to 
g0, Dor can we expect anything better for many 


years. . 

This, then, leaves no certainty, for a long whrie te 
come, of substituting un efficient equivalent; not at 
least until the masses slowly evolute to a better con- 
dition of discipline and trained metbods. 

it is said as a truism that the representatives of a 
people are no better—nor worse—than the people 
themselves; and this is true of sailors as well as 
members of legislatures. 

The discipline which continental Europe got in 
the middle ages and during the Renaissance stands 
them in good stead now. For that reason Germany 
and France, for example, can tura their sailors.into 
marines and vice versa; but this condition does not 
apply to the Anglo-Saxon race, strongly leavened, 
as it is, by a naturally unruly and turbulent Celtio 
element. England and ber offshoors have never 
kindly received, nor relished, that discipline 
so characteristic of her continental neighbors. 
Hence, England, in the practicable working of ber 
navy, has ever recogoized the necessary value to 
herself of the maripe on board ship, and does not 
propose to abolish him now. 

It is a favorable employment of some to always 
tear down, without having anything ready to sub- 
stitute in its place. 

lt is eaey to say kick the law-abiding foreigner 
out, call off the marine, put nope but Americans on 
guard, and another thing tocarry out this beautiful 
programme to a working success under our present 
national conditions. I basten to say I, for one, 
would like nothing better; but, alas! just as one 
likes the ideal republic of Plato—the beautiful 
fabric of a cherished dream—one is not necessarily 
pessimistic from choice. 

Let us now look atthe facts of the vase by the 
light of our past experience. Every officer of long 
standing knows only too well the almost Sisyphean 
task of keeping up efficiency and discipline in our 
individual sailor as well as in the mass of our crews; 
the listlessness, discontent, absence of any long-sus- 
tained effort, and the almost universal desire for 
change. Like the drops of water orginally from 
the ocean, they—our sailors—come from the masses 
tbat are imbued with the same untrained qualities, 
and to the masses they eventually returp. Tbat is, 
no matter bow high their training and how thor- 
ough, for the time being, it is unfortunately neu- 
tralized sooner or later by their own adverse en- 
vironment. It is useless to cite individual exceptions 
of excellence, or what is done op small ships with 
their advantages for close individual training. These 
only prove the general rule, and the bare alternate 
fact remains to grapple with. 

Now as tothe remedy. Catch your bare before 
you cook it, | say. Retain your foreigner and 
your marine, who both understand discipline, uptil 

ou bave your substitute a and to prepare this 
fatter let us go to work carefully, weighing every 
consideration. 

There is no doubt the present system of personnel 
cap be much improved. but beyond and ahove all is 
the question of pay. The problem 1s, indeed, intri- 
eate and far reaching. Indirectly, and before we 
can get a permanent Navy personnel, and at the 
same time efficient, the nation must enforce the 
compulsory training of youth in the publiw schools 
ot the country, as abroad, and as an offset to the 
deplorable ging up of tbhestreet andtown. A 
boy’s training begins too late to make bim properly 
disciplined as a man. 

The system that is to reorganize our personnel 
must embrace this scheme, which, working for all 
time, should be made part of the law of theland. 
This system, baving been worked out by a board of 
chosen experts, must embrace every advantageous 
detail, however trifling. The coasts sbould be 
divided into maritime districts, ard localization of 

reonnel therein nourished as far as practicable. 

he apprentice system from which the Navy is to 
be manned must be reorganized and enlarged, and 
aclear path to a satisfactory retirement must be 
worked out. A reserve must be formed, and the 
merchant marive fostered. The jacket, while on 
shore, should replace the blue shirt, for ovvious 
reasons, and the status of the petty officer radically 
improved. Finally, as the keynote to the whole 
trouble, as now shown by the present working of 
the apprentice system, the pay should be so in- 
creased as would satisfy the conditions of our pres- 
ent national life. 

To emphasize, then, these conclusions, is to repeat 
that what bas been done or is now doing by the dis- 
ciplined continental nations is no-criterion for the 
untrained Anglo-Saxon and Celtic races. With us 
the substitution of the sailor for the marine would, 
under our conditions, eventually result in the form- 
ation of another mariue guard. In the meantime, 
as the best we can do, avd until national trainin 
improves, our salvation lies io perfecting, by arti- 
ficial means, the personnel of our men, much in the 
same way as in that of a higbly trained tire or police 
department. B. H.

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Wr congratulate the Army upon the action of 
Senator Hawley in introducing to Congress the ex- 
cellent bill to improve the efficiency of the Army, 
which appears elsewhere,and upon the report our cor- 
respondent gives of its prospects of becoming a law. 
If it cannot be passed this session the article ahead 
is nota brilliant one. We fear that the new Con- 
gress will be found to have in it elements of igao- 
rant hestility to the maintenance of an efficient 
military establishment that will make proper action 
even more difficult than it has been heretofore® 
Every effort should therefore be made, by those 
who realize the needs of our military establishment, 
to secure the passage of General Hawley’s bill. Ac- 
cept the measure as it stands; do not dispute over 
it, but throw the whole weight of military experi- 
ence and military sentiment in its favor. It isa 
measure most important tothe country as well as 
tothe Army. For particulars concerning the bill 
we refer to our Congressional report. 








THE prospects for a large contingent of the Army 
eating their Christmas dinner in the field are now 
exceedingly good. While our sympathies are with 
the gallant officers and men whose duty requires 
them to face the terrible winter of the Northwest as 
well as they can, we feel sure they will make the very 
best of surrounding circumstances, and ‘‘ keep a 
stiff upper lip” at all hazards, The sympatby and 
good wishes of the country are with them now. How 
it will be after the danger is over we cannoi say. 





A Boston correspondent writes anent recent con- 
troversies as tu the utility of the Marine UVorrs: “I 
wish you could see the gallant young Yankees being 
enlisted now at the Marine Barracks here. Out of 200 
men there is scarcely a case for discipline once a 
week. These men would never come into the Navy 
as sailors even at $60 per month, and with our new 
ships we must get plenty of men to fight them. The 
Marine Corps is the best equipped, disciplined and 
most eeonomical body of men under the Flag.’’ 
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THE INDIAN SITUATION. 

WHATEVER difference of opinion there may be as 
to the danger of an outbreak of the Indians at Pine 
Ridge Agency, there can be none as to the humanity 
and sound judgment that has controlled the action 
of the officer immediately in contact with the pos- 
sible hostiles, Brigadier-General John R. Brooke. 
There is neither glory nor honor to be won in an 
Indian war and the man who, by the judicious com- 
bination of firmness with gentleness, and,the exer- 
cise of saving common sense, prevents such a catas- 
trophe, is entitled to the gratitude of his fellow 
countrymen as well asof the Army. The Army are 
in GO way responsible for the civil mismanagement 
that results in Indian trouble and they are entitled 
to the greater credit if they save us from what 
promised to be the inevitable result. As they shiver 
over their camp fires in the chill Northwest they 
have every reason to find fault, but they know their 
duty apd do not complain. Criticise our little 
Army as we may, where, in all the world, do you 
find a body of men more prompt to answer to the 
call of duty ? 

Reviewing the present situation, we find that 
on Dec. 6 so-called ‘‘ hostiles” came in and surren- 
dered or placed at General Brooke's orders, uncon- 
ditionally, all of their camps and people. The head 
chief was Two Strike. He, General Brooke, gave 
them orders to move to such pvint in the immediate 
vicinity of this ageney as he should designate, 
where there was grass for their ponies, and wood, 
and they were reported, Dec. 8, to be moving, with 
their camps and people, to the point designated by 
General Brooke. Eastern newspaper correspondents 
at Pine Ridge have grossly misstated the occurrences 
of this surrender. A correspondent of a Chicago 
paper made the announcement that he had de- 
spatched by special courier one-half hour before the 
chief came in, and long before they had their talk 
with General Brooke, bis report of the whole coun- 
cil. He knew that they were coming, aud he wrote 
up in advance what he chose regarding what was to 
occur. That one instance will show the value to be 
placed in the average newspaper publications of to- 
day. These writers (gererally) are writing what 
they themselves denominate as ** stuff,” and admit 
openly that ‘‘thcy send it in the most sensational 
guise to make their papers sell, and to prolong their 
employment.” 

The surrender of these Indians closes the situa- 
tion almost entirely. They were moving in, Dec. 8, 
when our correspondent wrote, and it was expected 
to take them five or six days to getin. If they were 
not alarmed and the situation was not misrepre- 
sented to them, by unprincipled white men, and 
there are those here who have tried to bring ona 
war for personal ends, such as securing contracts, 
selling wood, grain, hay, etc., they should ar- 
rive about Dec, 12 or 18. A telegram from our 
correspondent at Pine Ridge, dated Dec. 11; and 
appearing elsewhere, indicates that evil influences 
were partially successful, as some of the head Indi- 
ans had taken the alarm and made a break. When 
they are in and occupying the camp which Gen. 
Brooke has designated, he will have absolutely 
under his guns, and under his control, all Indians 
of the great Rosebud and Pine Ridge agencies who 
have been disaffected. The cause of this disaffec- 
tion, as we have already suggested, is want of food, 
the Interior Dept. having reduced the amount of 
food ordered by Congress for these Indians, mis- 
management by agents who have no faculty what- 
ever for the management and control of men, which 
two facts were rapidly driving the Indians to des- 
peration and despair through the medium of a re- 
ligious ‘‘revival,” or craze, in which they tried to 
drown their woes, in about the same way that white 
people indulge in ‘‘revivals,” ete., as a vent for 
morbid, desperate or despairing feelings. 

The situation was most oritical when General 
Brooke marched from Rushville, Neb., to Pine 
Ride on that cold winter’s night, with Lieutenant 
Truitt, A. D. C.; three troops of cavalry and five 
companies of infantry, reaching there in the gray 
dawn and taking possession of the agency. One 
accidental shot at that moment might, and probably 
would, have blazed an [ndian war through many of 
the great Indian Reservations. Upon his arrival, 
by the exercise of great repression, the soundest 
judgment and foresight, and a perfect management 


of the indian, aa bas bogn.chtiied which fal- 


fills the wish of the most sanguine: the Indians of 
those two great agencies are all under control, the 
country has been spared a costly and bloody war, 
and, if the promises of the Government are re- 
deemed, the Indians will aow be employed, receiv- 
ing wages which will insure them subsistence, and 
above all, control by men for whom they have re- 
spect, and who can hold them together and manage 
them in a manner conducive to their likes, self- 
esteem and consequent prosperity. It is understood 
that troops in strong numbers will be placed at 
strategic points during the winter to insure the 
mastery, control, and, as far as possible, the pros- 
perity of the Indians by spring. The Headquarters 
of the Department of. the Platte, in the fivid, are 
still at the Pine Ridge Agency, General Brooke now 
having with him the following officers of his staff: 
Lientenant Roe, A. D. C., A. A. A. G.; Lieutenant 
Truitt, A. D. ©.; Lient.-Oolonel Bache, medical 
director; Major Bacon, A. I. G.; Oaptain Simpson, 
Q. M. D., Chief Q. M. and C. S., in the field, with 
Lieutenant Mallory, 2d Infantry, assistant, and 
Captain Humphrey, Q. M. D., in charge of all the 
field transportation. 





THE only Army nominations sent to the Senate 
thus far this session are the five non-commissioned 
offivers to be 2d lieutenants. There are others due, 
but they will probably not be made until all the 
first batch of officers ordered betore examining 
boards have had their cases certified to the War 
Department. The regiments having vacancies to 
which promotions can be made as soon as those 
entitled have passed examining boards are ist, 9th, 
21st and 25th Regiments of Infantry, which have 
one vacancy each in the grade of captain, and 6th 
and 18th, which have a vacancy each in the grade 
of ist lieutenant. There are no vacancies at pres- 
ent in either the cavalry or artillery, but there will 
probably be some promotions all along the line in 
the cavalry in a few days, as it is pretty well 
understood that Vol. Elmer Otis, 8th Oav., who 
was this week ordered before a retiring board, will 
be retired. The promotions to ensue are Lieut. Col. 
Arnold, from ist to colonel 8th; Maj. Wilcox, from 
8th to lieutenant colonel ist; Capt. Wagner, from 
1st to major 8th; 1st Lieut. Tutherly to captain ist, 
and 2d Lieut. Baldwin, from 7th to ist lieutenant 
1st. The latter will thus be the first officer of the 
cavalry promoted unier the lineal promotion law. 
2d Lieuts. Hughes, 18th Inf., and Millar, 3d Art., 
will be the first officers of their respective arms to 
go up under the new system. In addition to the 
six vacancies to be filled by promotion in the in- 
fantry there are at present 12 vacancies in the grade 
of 2d lieutenant now existing in that arm, just 
about enough to accommodate the 2d lieutenants 
of the Signal Oorps, who also are shortly to be 
transferred to the line of the Army. 








Tue Army Appropriation bill reported to the 
House by the Military Committee bill on Dec. 10 is 
an appropriation bill pure and simple. It contains 
no items of special legislation and very few changes 
in appropriations over last year’s bill. It carries a 
total appropriation of $24,642,020, being $435,558 
more than the appropriation for the current year. 
The most important items of increase are $250,000 
in the transportation fund, $18,000 for horses, $76,- 
897 for service pay of enlisted men and $27,650 for 
retired pay of enlisted men. No increase is made 
in the appropriation for,barracks and quarters, but 
a provision is inserted requiring that $50,000 of the 
$725,000 appropriated for this purpose shall be ex- 
pended for repairs and reconstruction of Jefferson 
Barracks, Ohio. Under the provision for recruit 
ing service an item is inserted to cover the expenses 
of sending recruiting parties to small towns. The 
sub-committee had included a provision for clerks 
to Inspector Generals, but the full committee struck 
it out. With the exception of the changes above 
noted the bill is substantially a duplicate of the 
current appropriation act. 








Tue War Department is being flooded with letters 
and telegrams in the interest of the several candi- 
dates for the surgeon-generalship, not to mention 
the personal calls by congressmen and others upon 
the Secretary. There probably never was such ac- 





tivity displayed over a bureauship as in the present 





instance. The ennthaaten seal numerous and the 
pressure so «reat, that there is really no way of pre- 
diotipg who the successful candidate will be.

Captain 8. E. BLunt, Ordnance Departwent, was 
called to Washington this week to consult with the 
commanding General in regard to the proposed 
moiification of the regulations governing revolver 
practice. The reports of cemmanding and other 
officers criticising the present.system and suggest- 
ing various plans of improvement have been re- 
ferred.to Captain Blunt, and as a result of his ieit 
to Washington will shortly appear s general order 
prescribing practically a new set of regulations on: 
this subject. 














THE new code of punishments prepared by the 
Acting J. A. General with the assistance of Major 
Schwan, A. A. G., has received the approval of the 
commanding general of the Army. Generally the 
punishments recommended are regarded as pretty 
severe. it is understood that Gen. Schofield was re- 
luctant to give his approval to the code because of 
the severity of the punishment imposed, and the 
secretary may be found atill less willing to do so. 
The code will not be published until he hag acted 
upon it. 





An officer writes: “1 am glad to see you 
quote from Colonel Terreil's report in the matter 
of the cost of inspections. At this one-compaby 
post we were inspected one summer by two general 
officers, one inspector-general, one medical director, 
one chief quartermaster and one inspector of small 
arms practice, all following each other. The 1n- 
spector-general’s may have been necessary. The 
rest were superfluous. There should be a change 
for the better.”’ 


G. O. issued this week make important modifica- 
tions in the present regulations governing small 
arms practice. The new regulations are in the di- 
rection of increased simplicity and efficioncy and 
we shall oall atteution to them, in detail, hereafter.

Captain Anprew H. Youna, Assistant Quarter- 
master, U.S. A., died Dec. 10 at Dover, N. f1., where 
be had been residing for some time past, having 
been obliged to relinquish duty at Newport, Ky., 
several months ago on accouat of illness.

Brevet Mason THomas Wooprorr WALKER, cap} 
tain U. 8. Army, retired, who died at Norwalk, 
Conn., Dec.,9, of paralysis, was graduated from the 
Military Academy in 1856 and promoted to the 3d 
Infantry. When the war broke out he had attained 
the grade of captain, and served with muoh gal, 
lantry in the field in many engagements. For his 
bravery and meritorious conduct at the battle of 
Gaines’s Mills, Va., Jan. 27, 1862, he received the 
brevet of major. He was retired from active ser- 
vice Sept. 11, 1863, for disability, resulting from long 
and faithful service and from disease contracted in 
the line of duty. After the war he served for some 
time as president of the Norwich Cniversity, Ut. 
Tue funeral services of the late General J. H.

Church obtained his mili title when he was in 
command of the old 25th ment in Albany, 
which command be resigned about 15 years ago. He 
was regarded as one of the strictest disciplinazians 
the State militia ever bad. He did not know the sen- 
sation of fear, and when durivg the troubles with 
his tenants he was shot at two or three timesin the 
course of one day, he would visit the identical 
neighborhood the next day, and by his presence, 
unprotected, defy his would-be assasins. 


CoLoneL Tuomas B. F. Stockton, who died at 
Flint, Mich., Dec. 9, entered the Milit Academy 
from New York in 1823, was graduated in 1827, as- 
signed to the Ist Infantry, promoted Ist lieutenant 
in that regiment in 1833, and was on staff duty as as- 
sistant quartermaster from July 11, 1832, to Dee. 31, 
1885. He resigned Nov. 30, 1836, and was appointed 
a civil engineer in the Service, U. S., and did excel- 
lent service on the Northern Lakes. In 1838 he was 
Mayor of Michigan City. During the Mexican War 
he rendered gallant service as colonel of the Ist 
Michigan Volunteers, and fora time was civil and 
military Governor of “ordova. He then went to 
California and returned to Michigan in‘ 1858 and was 
appointed member of a board to organize the *‘ Vol- 
unbteer Systems of the U.S.’”’ During the early t 
of the war he served as an officer of Michigan militia 
and afterwards engaged in farming. 


A WASHINGTON despatch says: “The community 
was greatly shocked on learning of the death of 
Mrs. Miller, widow of the late Sevator of California, 
who bad been very ill at ber residence, opposite the 
British pay er 4 ever since her return from Napa, 
Cal. Her death occurred after three days of com-

Bevotedly pursed by her daughter and only child, 
the wife of Lieut. Richardson Clover, U. 8. N., who 
bas also been ill since che birth of her baby three 
weeks ago, and only rose from ber bed when her 
mother’s condition became so critical.” 


Mrs. Simms, wife of Ist Lieut. J. M. Simms, U. 8. 
R. M., died at Camden, N. J., Dec. 3. The remains 
were taken to Portland, Me., for interment. Mrs. 
Simms was formerly Miss Belle Haskell, of Port- 
land. She was a pure Christian woman, noted for 
her kind and charitable nature—a devoted wife and 
mother. Mrs. Simms had been ailing for several 
weeks with malarial fever, when typhoid pneu- 
monia set in. She leaves a daughter. 


Mrs. MAky TRUXTON GARLAND, wife of Capt. J. 8. 
Garland, U.S. A., retired, died in Washington, D.C., 
Dec. 4. Much sympathy is felt for the bereaved 
busband, who is a veteran of the 4th Artillery, now 
on the retired list. 


Dr. J. L. STEWART, of national reputation as a 
surgeon, died at Erie, Pa., Dec. 6, aged 66. He was 
the father of Lieut. Reid T. stewart, 5th U.S. Cav., 
who was killed by Indians in Arizona Aug. 27, 1872.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—SECOND SESSIUN. 


The most important event of the week in Con- 
, as far us the Army is concerned, was the 
worable action of the Senate Military Committee 
on Thursday on the bill introduced by Senator Haw. 
ley the day previous, to define the line of the Army 
aud increase its efficiency. This bill is to be sub- 
mitted by the committee as a substitute for the 
House bill now on the. Senate calendar to increase 
the artillery arm, with the Manderson three battal- 
ion for infantry bill asa Senate amendment. The 
substitute bill is substantially the same as the one 
referred to, except that it is in better form, and 
supplies an important omission, vis.: A provision in- 
creasing the number of enlisted men to 30,000. thus 
making it possible to carry out the three battalion 
feature successfully. The new bill also allows the 
enlistment of 2,000 Indians and 1,000 apprentice 
boys, which the otber bill does not. 
he Secretary of War and General Schofield were 
before the committee on Thursday, and explained 
the important reasovs for the passage of the bill. 
The eommittee 1s quite confident of the passage. It 
is to be proposed as an amendment to the artille’y 
bill when that measure is brought up for considera- 
tion, and as figures have been prepared to show that 
the proposed change will add but little to the ap- 
propriations, not much trouble is anticipated in se- 
curing its passage. Once passed by the Senate, it 
then mesa matter for adjustment by confer- 
ence committees, and as Gen. Cutcbeon, who will re- 
present the House, and Gen. Hawley, who will re- 
present the Senate as chairman of the respective 
oommittees are thoroughly in accord in their views 
as to what is needed to improve the efficiency of the 
Army. there is but little doubt that the outcome 
will be entirely satisfactory to the War Depart- 
ment. 

Another important bill acted upon was 3S. 2105, to 
transfer the officers who have reached 64 years of 
‘ age from the limited to the unlimited list. The 
Secretary of War expressed a great desire to bring 
about this relief tothe active listof the Army, and 
thecommittec promised to do its utmost to secure the 
passage of the bill. To meet the objection of the 
economists, the secretary suggested an amendment 
and it was adopted, providing that after the trans- 
fer of the 96 retired officers who are now beyond 64 
years of age, the number of the limited list be fixed 
at350. This would admit of the retirement of 46 
officers, and although 15 or 20 less than the number

tion. The committee before closing Seesnten Se 
cided to make a favorable report ou the nomina- 
tions of the ive non-comm officers. 

The House has not wasted much time in acting 
upon the Fortification bill. On Tuesday it was re- 
ported from the committee; two days later it was 
passed, and, strange to relate, without debate or 
opposition, the committee’s recommendations be- 
ing ted in toto. This is rather a new experi- 
ence for the Fortification bill, which for many 
years past has either been talked to death or dis- 
cussed until the close of the session forced its 


passage. 
The sub-committee in charge of the Naval Appro- 
priation bill has been hearing the various bureau 
chiefs of the Navy Department in explanatioa of 
their estimates during the present week. Mr. Bou- 
telle is now quite hopeful of baving it ready to re- 
port to the House before the holidays. 

The bill to allow Major D. N. Bush, Pay Depart- 
ment, credit for the $7,350 stolen from him in 1887 
was y the House Dec. 10. It now goes to 
the President for signature, which it will no doubt 
receive, notwithstanding that a similar measure 
was vetoed by President Cleveland.

The Senate Naval Committee at its regular meet- 
ing on We inesday last gave a hearing to Engineer- 
in-Chief Meiville and the bill S. 2779, to regulate the 
pumber of officers in the Engineer Corps, and to 
Prof. Atherton, of the Pennsylvania State College, 
who spoke on behalf of the proposed sooo nent 
of engineer officers from uates of technical col- 
leges. The committee have about concluded that it 
is too late to expect action on any measures regard- 
ing the reorganization of the personnel of the Nav 
during the short session, though there is a very evi- 
dent desire on the part of the members to go into 
the subject. It is understood that they will ask the 


Senate to appoint a special committee to sit during | 


the coming recess to investigate the subject, and to 
bring in a bill for consideration by the 52d Congress. 
It was deemed important, however, that the con- 
tinued reduction of the engineer corps should be 
stopped, and it was accordingly decided to report 
favorably the bill No. 2669, providing that tbis 
sbould be considered as baving ceased on June 30 
last. The committee also decided to report favora- 
bly all the pending Navy nomunations.

INSPECTOR GENERAL’S REPORT. 


Tue Inspector General of the Army, Brig.-Gen, 
J.C. Breekinridge, presents this year a very elabor. 
ate and interesting report much too long for our 


columns and not easily subject to condensation. Ho: 


enters largely into the subject of the militia in. 
spections, calling attention to the fact that there is no 
interest of more vital importance than the proper 
organization and instruction of the militia, and no 
class of individuals can be more interested therein 
than the officers of the Regular Army. Assistance 
and instruction bas been asked by some of the 
States from the Regular Army, which has been 
freely and cordially supplied, but no system has as 
ze been developed by which this assistance may be 

istributed regularly and by uniform methods, or 
the results compared and utilized for subsequent 
im provement. 

The reports of the camp inspections are interest- 
ing, and affirm the inspector’s readiness to impart 
all desired inetruction and information; that infor- 
mation was generally eagerly sought aud accepted ; 
and that such criticisms as were made were received 
in the paper spirit, and the faults pointed out were 
speedily corrected. Generally the subordinate offi- 
cers are reported intelligent, zealous, and enthus- 
jastic. There is a unanimity of expression as to the 
benefit and usefulness of officers of the Army as in- 
spectors and instructors of the militia, and a cordial 
and grateful acknowledgment from all. There 
seems to be no division of opinion as to the great 
advantage to the militia of having regular troops 
epcamp with them. 

Fifty-one colleges have been inspected and re- 
po upon. The reports, compared with those of 
any previous P wy are most gratifying, and affirm 
the wisdom of the establishment of uniform regula- 
tion for all such institutions. They are, however, 
only the begiuning of satisfactory results, and much 
still remains to be criticised and remedied. 

In the Army itself the accounts of 215 staff and 313 
line officers have been inspected on an average 2.06 


‘times, the amount involved being over $57,000,000 


during nine months, of which $28,345,10 was stolen 
from Major Wbam. Objection is made to the in- 
spection by post commanders of disbursements made 
upon their own orders. Attention is called to the 
illegality of the existing practiae of borrowing 
from one appropriation for the use of another. I[t 
is recommended that the time for which an amount 
ye J be beld in the depositories for the payment of 
a disbursing officer’s check be limited to one year. 

The annual inspections and reports made by the 
110 post commanders under paragraph 954, Army 
Regulations, were probably never more complete 
than this year. 

The report closes with some interesting statistics 
of the pbysical characteristics of our soldiers, 
which may be condensed as follows: Tallest soldier

oldest soldier (D. Piatte), 66; youngest (D. Dak.). 16; 
average 30.3 years; highest average (Div. At.), 33.57; 
lowest (Dept. Mo.), 28 92. 

Averages for cavalry horses—age, 10.67 years; 
height, 15 33 bands; girth, 6.01 feet; weight, 1,010.66 
pounds; length from poll to croup, 6.9 ft. for ar- 
tillery borses—age, 11.15 years; height, 15.51 bands; 
girth, 612 feet; weigbt, 1,159.98 pounds; length 
from poll to croup, 7.13 ft. 

The various funds, company, “slush,” or others, 
aggregate $68,079 89, of which about one-fifteenth, 
or $4,475.28, is credited to the *“‘slush”’ fund. 999.09 
acres are under cultivation for company and bos- 
pital gardens. A number of posts make no report. 
Almost a regiment of men (432) are employed in 
the cultivation of these gardens, the annual prod- 
uce of which, so far as stated in the reports, has a 
money value of $37,783 94. The preparation and 
serving of rations requires a force of 1,198 men, or 
nearly 6 per cent. of the number reported present 
and absent. Atafew posts the mess is improved 
by the monthly contribution of 50 cents to $1 per 
man. 

At about 50 posts the allowance for fuel is insuffi- 
cient. 57 post guard houses are stated as being in- 
fested with vermin, while 44 are reported as baving 
a several of the posts do not report ex- 
plicitly.

11, } 
vra ROOKVILLE. 

THE whole hostile camp was moving to this 
agency in accordance with the terms of surrender 
to General Brooke, when a certain number became 
frightened, fearing to face possible arrest and dis- 
armament and returned to the bad lands. These do 
pot number over 50 lodges and are composed of In- 
dians whose past misdeeds make them fearful and 
who are the off-scourings of thw, Rosebud and 
Standlug Rock Agencies. The remainder of the 
camp, with women and children and all implements, 
are all moving here as fast as possible. The Indians 
who have known and met General Brooke offer to 
go out and induce or force, as he may direct, the 50 
lodges which broke away to come in. 


Our correspundent at Pine Ridge Agency sends a 
statement of troops at Pine Ridge and Rosebud 
Agencies under the immediate supervision of Gen. 
Brooke, whose headquarters are in the fleld at Pine 
Ridge. The lst Infantry, seven companies an 
quarters will soon be at Rosebud, and this re regiment 
ia to be mounted on ponies bought frem the Indians. 
The 6th Cavalry will soon be at Meade, and four 
troops of cavalry from Leavenwor will be 
stopped at Rapid City. All these troops will » 
if necessary, under the control of Gen. Brooke, who 
thus has the hostile camp virtually surrouaded. 

Toere are, however, indications of internal dissen- 
sions in the Indian camp, which may induce on their 
part a general surrender. 

Gen. Brooke is bolding at Pine Ridge all the ie 
dians of that agency, and is receiving, almost daily, 
large defections from the camo of the hostiles, or 
“insubordinates.” Cos. I and K of regiments of in- 
fantry and Troops Land M of cavairy, serving in 
the vicinity ot these les, are to be filled by en- 
listments from the Indians. Gen. Brooke has with 
him in the field Lieuts. Roe and Truitt, aides, the 
former acting A. A. G. of troops in the field, and 
Capt. John Simpson in charge of the quartermaster 
and subsistence departments. umé:

Everything is quiet, but preparations are belo 
made for a winter campaign. The ans of 1, 
hostile Lndians, or malcontents, are 38 miles from 
here, on the Mauvais Torres, or Bad Lands, and 
have expressed a desire to meet the soldiere—the 
longer they wait the more pervous they become. 
Frank Girard reports that one half of these would 
come in were they not held back by the others. 
When all is ready, columns will start from Meade 
(the 5th and 8th Cavalry). from Custer (the Ist Cav- 
alry), and from herethe7th and 9cb Cavairy, and all 
converging will move into the Bad Lands and 
strike the hostiles, or by ke-ping after them all 
winter, by day and night, will so harass the In- 
dians that by spring they will exclaim peccavi. Tnat's 
enough, and thus end any danger of a summer war. 
Troops will be left at agencies, so that they cannot 
come in. jeaders, 1f caught, should be arrested 
and sent East to jail. At the agencies should be 
placed good, honest, fearless agents—citizens if ob- 
tainable, otherwise Army officers. Tnen feed the 
Indiap, and make him by raising cattle or cultivat- 
ing the soil, in a few years, self-supporting. Con- 
gress should appropriate one-half of the yearly 
amount due [Indians for the next ten years now, to 
be applied for the purchase of cattle, and at the end 
of ten years make them care for themselves. 
move politics from the indian Department and 
carry out the above and we will not have the pres- 
ent constant troubles. 

Some of the hostiles came in yesterday, and ata 
council declared they had no intention of being 
hostile, and that the others would comein. Whether 
they are talking straight or not is the question. Cer- 
tainly the assembling of troops has bad an effect on 
them, and may have prevented au — war— 
nipped in the bud you may say. revent a 
spring or immense eruption, the mh. will proba- 
bly be kept here. Congress should pass a law mak- 
ing it a crime for any Indian, except police or 
scouts, te have fire arms of any description. They 
bave no use for them and should be disarmed. Beef 
for issue should be delivered on the block, and the 
present barbarous custom of having Indiaos follow 
the cattle and shoot them down stopped. Sr1ovx.
